Organization of the commercial 
printers of Sonoma County has been 
completed at Santa Rosa, following a 
meeting attended by master printers 
from all over the county. John A. Olm- 


stead of Petaluma, president of the 
Sonoma County Newspaper Fublish- 


ers’ Association, called the meeting to 
order. E. A. Keller of Petaluma was 
elected president of the new body. 

The city council has taken steps to- 
ward construction of a community 
center in Carmel. Once architectural 
plans are completed and costs deter- 
mined, the matter will be referred to 
the voters in the form of a bond issue. 
Makeshift quarters now house city of- 
fices. The council proposes to erect a 
city hall and fire station on the cen- 
trally-located city park. 


Application was made by the Pacific 
yas and Electric Co. for fixing rates 
for natural gas in Oakdale and River- 
bank. The rates provide for a service 
charge of $1.10 in the cities and $1.30 
outside. The rate is said to be the 
same as now in force in other north- 
ern California cities of the same Size, 
and will probably be put in effect at 
Oakdale. 


- Tentative plans for the landscaping 
of Doyle Park in Santa Rosa have 
been approved by the Santa Rosa 
Park Commission. A set of plans pre- 
pared by Howard Gilkey, Berkeley 
landscape artist, provide wading 
pools, a large playground, rustic fire- 
places and benches and a baseball dia- 
mond. The park tract was given to the 
city by Frank P. Doyle, banker, and 
the late Luther Burbank presented 
$5,000 to the commission for develop- 
ment of the park. 


Public hearing on application to 
build a 900 foot long bridge over Rus- 
sian River about two miles from Jen- 
ner was held by the United States en- 
gineer’s office of the War Depart- 
ment, at Santa Rosa. According to 
Lieutenant Colonel Thomas M. Rob- 
bins, district engineer, the plans sub 
mitted by the applicants call for a 
bridge 24 feet wide with two fixed 
spans having a horizontal clearance 
of 185 feet and a vertical clearance of 
28 feet above mean high water. 

California is entering the autumn 
season with a firm foundation, in all 
lines of business, industry and agri- 
culture, according to reports of state 
agencies submitted by department 
heads to Governor C. C. Young. Bump- 
er harvests were contributing to Cali- 
fornia’s “horn-of plenty,” reported G. 
H. Hecke, director of agriculture. Con- 
tinuation of the speedup program of 
highway construction was also an 
nounced by B. B. Meek, director of 
public works.

Followed Indian Trails 
Over the Appalachians 


A century after the first settlements 
were established it was evident that 
the future of the country depended 
upon overcoming the barrier of the 
Appalachian mountains and the great 


forests which clothed them. New 
colonists pushed inland along the 
rivers and later struck into the 
mighty forests from the head of navi- 
gation. They followed the Indian 
trails which they found and these 
trails came into general use. /Thus 
Nemacolin’s path which Washington 


followed on his mission to the French 


(1754) was the forerunner of Brad- 
dock’s trail (1755) and the national 
road, The Kittanning path up the 


Juniata to the Allegheny furnished 
the route of Forbes’ trail (1758). The 
Warrior's path from the Shenandoah 
valley through the Cumberland gap to 
the falls of the Ohio became Boone's 
wilderness road (1769) over which 
Kentucky was settled, and the Iro- 
quois trail from Albany to Lake Erie 
developed into the Great Genesee 
road.

OOKIES fit admirably into al- 
most any menu-—and they are 
specially welcome when served 
for afternoon tea; as dessert; or 
along with fruit salads, custards, 
puddings, or ice cream. Also, 
since cookies are not overly rich, 
mothers safely can include them 
in the school lunch box, or give 
them to the children when they 
come home hungry from classes 
several hours before dinner time. 
In addition to their advantage 
of requiring no frosting, cookies 
are much easier to mix and bake 
than even the plainest cake. And 
this ease of preparation is a very 
important consideration for busy 
women. 


Following are several excellent 
necipes for cookies that will prove 
very helpful in keeping your jar 
of “goodies” filled this summer, 
when you naturally will want to 
spend as little time as possible in 
a hot kitchen: 


Cocoanut Jelly Jumbles:— 
% cup butter, % cup sugar, 2 
beaten egg yolks, few grains salt, 
14 teaspoon atmond, 1%4 cup more 
of sugar, 114 cups flour, 1 tea- 
spoon baking powder, Currant 
Jelly, 2 beaten egg whites. Mix 
ingredients together smoothly in 
order listed. Make into balls 
with hands, With thumb, make 
depression in each ball and fill 
with jelly. Sprinkle with cocoa- 
nut and bake 10 minutes. 


Peanut Butter Cooktes:— 
¥% cup butter, % cup sugar, % 
cup Peanut Butter, 1 cup flour, 2 
teaspoons baking powder, 2 eggs, 
1/3 cup milk. Cream butter and 
peanut butter, add sugar and egg 
yolks. Sift flour and baking 
powder, and add alternately with 
milk. Fold in stifiy beaten egg

greased baking sheet, and bake 
at 350 degrees for 10 minutes. 
Makes 3 dozen cookies. 

Rice Flake Cookies:—% cup 
butter, 1 cup sugar, 2 eggs, 4 
tablespoons milk, 1% cups Rice 
Flakes, 1 cup raisins, 1 cup wal- 
nut meats, 2 cups flour, 1 tea- 
spoon soda, small amount salt, 
vanilla or nutmeg to flavor. 
Cream together butter, and sugar, 
and add eggs well beaten. Then 
add milk, Rice Flakes and raisins. 
Sift soda with flour and mix with 
walnuts. Put all together and 
drop by teaspoons on _ well-but- 
tered baking sheet. Bake about 
10 minutes in moderate oven. 
These cookies are delicious with 
fruit salads or desserts. This 
recipe makes 4 dozen smail 
cookies. 

Apple Butter Drop Cookies: 
—¥% cup butter, 1 cup sugar, 1 
well beaten egg, 1 cup Apple But- 
ter, 1 teaspoon soda, 134 cups 
flour, 1 teaspoon salt, 1% cup nut 
meats, % cup raisins. Cream but- 
ter and sugar together, and well 
beaten egg, and continue cream- 
ing. Then add Apple Butter 
mixed with soda. Gradually add 
the flour which has been sifted 
with the salt, and mixed with nut- 
meats and raisins. Drop by tea- 
spoons on a_ buttered baking 
sheet, and bake in a moderate 
oven for about 10 minutes. This 
recipe makes 3 dozen spicy, de- 
licious cookies. 

Marguerites:—Beat 2 eggs 
well. Gradually add 1 cup of 
brown sugar, and continue beat- 
ing. Add % cup flour sifted with 
1/3 teaspoon salt and 4 teaspoon 
baking powder. Add % cup nut- 
meats and 14 cup Rice Flakes. 
Fill buttered muffin tins half full 
of the mixture, and bake in a 
moderate oven for 15 minutes. 
Serve sprinkled with powdered 
sugar.
